Many a 
winged friend has supplied 
words of wisdom to a 
traveler venturing through 
Terfin. Just below the 
winged gargoyles follow 
the wonderous masses of 
humanity, without whom 
the economic and 
governmental aspects 
would collapse. These, of 
course, are followed by 
the less wordly, but 

quite, quite strong 
wingless gargoyles.
